THE PLAY RECEIVED WITH MUCH AP- 

PLAUSE BY A BRILLIANT AUDIENCE. 

BuFFALOo, May 30.—‘‘ Anarchy” was pro- 
duced to-night in the Academy of Music before 
an audience that had a familiar appear- 
ance to a New-York “first nighter,” with 
Judge Brady and Larry Jerome and Tom 
Ochiltree conspicuous in the stalls, as 
well as a score of others who are often seen 
in the metropolitan threatres, with ladies in 
full dressin all the boxes, and nearly all the 
gentlemen in claw-hammer coats.

Paris, May 30.—It is reported that Presi- 
dent Grévy, in order to avoid the certain defeat 
of the new Ministry on any important issue, will 
close the session of the Chamber of Deputies on 
June 15. 

At a meeting of the Cabinet as first consti- 
tuted Gen. Saussier announced his intention of 
withdrawing the military bill. His colleagues 
opposed such action on the ground that it would 
be inconsistent with the dignity of the country, 
but Gen. Saussier persisted in withdrawing the 


bill, and was obliged to surrender the war port- 
folio. A meeting of the Ministers was held to- 
day at President Grévy’s residence. 

It is officially stated that President Grévy has 
signed the following Cabinet list: 

M. RowuvikEr, Premier and Minister of Finance

Then Peter- 
son pulled a new silver-plated revolver from his 
pocket and said: ‘ You see that daisy? Well, [ 
am going to shoot myself!’ and before I could 
do anything he put the muzzle to his head and 
fired.

NEew-HaveENn, May 30.—Railroad circles

OARSMEN ON THE HARLEM 
THE ANNUAL REGATTA PROVES 
A GREAT SUCCESS. 

A NEW AQUATIC STAR, THE NEW-YORK 

CLUB DISAPPOINTED, AND THE NE- 


REUS CREW WINS GLORY. 


The Harlem water was alive yesterday. 
Over its turgid deptias floated every kind of craft 
in the world that is propelled by oars. There 
were whitehalls, canoes, kayaks, skiffs, and mud 
gondolas in endless quantity, and there were as 
many more of those dainty things iu red cedar 
or varnished paper, the bric-d-brae of marine 
construction, known as shells, gigs, and barges. 

The scene was very pretty. The multitude of 
boats was as great as it always is at the regatta 
of the Harlem Regatta Association. Here aud 
there the picture was lighted up by the bright- 
colored parasols of young ladies who steered 
boats im devious courses while their adorers dis- 


played their afiection and their muscle simul- 
taneously by laboring at the oars. 

Tugboats were everywhere. The Metropolitan, 
Seawavhaka, Valencia, andjhalf a dozen other 
clubs had steamers of their own. Excursion 
steamers were also numerous, When to these 
were added scows and barges in the tow of other 
tugs, which were there tor business instead of 
pleasure, it will Le understood that a straight 
course for the racers was sometimes difficult to 
obtain. Theshores and bridges were crowded 
with people, and the only unhappy individual 
in the thousands was the man who tends the 
Madison-Avehue Bridge. The referee’s tug 
couid pot pass under the bridge, and as it fol- 
lowed every race the man in charge turned it 
until the bridge was dizzy and he was unable to 
stand up. 

The funniest thing about a rowing regatta is 
the waste of breath on the tugs. Whenevera 
club has anentry inarace and the race is at all 
close the members on the tug yell till they are 
hlack in the face, When the men in the boats 
are all used up, but still doing their prettiest, 
their brethren on the steamer shriek and whoop 
and implore them, no matter whether they ure 
in hearing or not, to “ Go it, old boy!” The “old 
boy’ is usually hke the Dutchman in the band 
who angrily returned to his leader, “It’s ali 
very well to ne een, put vere is der vind to 
come vrom 3” otwithstanding this very ap- 
parent fact, however, the yelling goes on una- 

ated. Every close race yesterday was one solid 
mile of yells, 

The trial races took place in the forenoon. In 
the junior single scull contests C. T. Schlesinger, 
of the New-York Athletics, won the first in 
9:02%4; J. W. Davison, of the Metropolitan, sec- 
ond in 7:15, and E. R. De Wolf, of the Palisade 
Clup, the third in 7:56. In the senior singles 
John F,. Cunnings, a Boston man, won the firat 
trial in 7:02, and William Goeppert, of the 
Metropolitan, the second in 7:12. 

The eight-oared shell trials were picturesque as 
eight-oared races always are. The Nereus eight 
tirst heat the New-York Athletic boys in 5:56, 
the latter being 154, seconds behind. Then the 
Dauntless eight, who were in excellent form, 
blasted the hopes of the Nonpareils in 6:01, the 
latter being five seconda too tardy. The third 
eight-oared trial was between the Nassaus, the 
Columbia College Freshman crew, and a Colum- 
bia College scratch crew. The Freshmen eight is 
not up to last year’s grade. The men are light, 
averaging only 242 pounds, and, outside of 
Meikleham, the stroke, and McIlvaine, whe rowed 
three, are not of great promise, They would 
have been in better form yesterday, however, 
but for the breaking down of their launch, 
which interfered semously with their coaching. 
The Nassaus wou in 6:05,the scratch crew 
second and the Freshmen last. 

The regular races of the regatta began at 2 
o'elock, The double seull, the first event, was a 
row-over for Goepfert and John Regan, there 
being no competitors. 

The New-York Athletics’ hopes fell when 
Schlesinger, two-thirds over the course, gave up 
and the Metropolitans gloried in Davison, who 
won the mile easily in 6:09. Davison is believed 
to be a coming bigone. This was his first race, 
and his rowing and wind were universally ad- 
mired, He is a raw-boned specimen from &t, 
John, New-Brunswick, Ross’s home, and joined 
the Metropolitans a year ago. 

‘he four-oared gigs cansed no end of trouble 
in starting. First the New-York crew broke an 
outrigger and compelled a postponement of half 
an hour. Then the Atalantas pulled out their 
rudder and compelled a second start. They 
finally got away evenly, but the tugboat Nelson, 
through the glittering stupidity of her managers, 
kept ahead of the Unions and “ washed” them 
over half the course.

The Unions were consoled by winning the 
four-oared shell race over the Metropolitans and 
Nonpareils, J. F. Morris, Harry Merz, Ed 
Weinacht, and George W. Kuchier were the 
crew. The time was 5:28. 

The senior singles produced a notable surprise. 
John F. Cunnings, a Boston man. won the first 
trial heatin the forenoon by an admirable dis- 
play of skill and strength.

THE TIME DISPUTED.

TEN EYCK OUTROWS LAING AT WORCES 
TER. 

WORCESTER, Mass., May 30.—The three 
mile race for $500 a side between James A. Ten 
Eyck, of Worcester, und Joseph Laing, of 
Montreal, was rowed over the old col 
lege course at Lake Quinsigamond this 
afternoon. Charles F. Aldrich, coxswain of 
the Yale University eight-oaread crew 
of 1876, was the referee. The judges for Laing 
were his backer, J. E. Gesner, of Montreal, and 
Cc. G. Greene, Ten Eyck’s judges were Danie 
McSweeney and Thomas Kerns, Charles M. Mc 
Farland served as timekeeper. He did not 
have a stop watch, and therefore the actual 
time is disputed by several sporting men 


who used stop watches. The start was 
at Regatta Point, and at 4:19 o’clock the signal 
pistol was tired. Ten Eyck had won the toss 
and chosen the east or Shrewsbury side. Both 
courses were equally good, but Ten Eyck was 
accustomed to row over the one he selected. 
The lake had been thronged with pore in 
boats all day long, not less than 6, persons 
being there. 

The men started promptly and Laing soon hed 
the lead. This was partiaily reduced by his per 
formance in crossing over into hisrivals water, 
where he came so elose to him that a fo 
seemed certain. He regained his 
however, and prevented the catastrophe. Ten 
Eycx was rowing 28 strokes a minute, and Lain 
@ tritle faster, so that there were two lengths o 
clear water between the boats. A quarterof a 
Wile from the stakeboat Laing began to edge 
over into his own water again, and he reached 
the boat only a second or so before Ten 
Eyck. The latter turned first, and eame 
back with a sweeping stroke that soon 
placed him a length ahead of his rival. Ten 
Eyck's time fora mile and a half, 9:43 1-5, (an 
official.) From this point on Ten Eyek alternate 
ly increased his lead to three lengths’ and then 
lost it again as Laing spurted. But the Canadian 
could not cateh him. Ten Eyck finished in 20:41, 
official time. 

Astothe disputed time, a prominent Bosten 
sporting man made it 20:3715 with his step 
watch. Others, including Laing’s backer, Mr. 
Gesner, made it 20:40. Asaresult of this race 
Ten Eyck has accepted Bubear’s general chal- 
lenge to all American oarsmen (except Gaudaur, 
Teemer, and Hanlan) and has deposited $200 
with Freeman Brown, of this city, for a three 
mile race for $500 to be rowed on Lake Quin: 
sigamond June 17.

FARMERS OF ONTARIO 


PRAOTICALLY SOLID FOR OOM- 
q MERCIAL UNION. 
HOW UNRESTRICTED TRADE WITH THE 
UNITED STATES WOULD BENEFIT 
THEM—AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 


Hamitton, May 30.—A lovelier bit of 
sountry than the fruft producing belt of Ontario 
at this season of the year is not to be found in 
the Dominion, nor perhaps elsewhere. Above a 
goft, thick carpet of vivid green the pink and 
white blossoms of thousands of fruit trees give 
promise of such @ harvest as gladdens the farm- 
er’s beart; and such harvests are not uncommon 
jn the country that surrounds the Birmingham 
of Ganada. Their foftunate owners represent 
gilmdst the only section of Ontario’s farmers’ un- 
willing to acceptat once and indefinitely com- 
snercial union with the United States. But the 
farmers of Wentworth, Welland, ‘and Lincoln 
Counties form but a company in Ontario’s great 
army of farmers, and it may be that their indif- 
ference on the subject of closer trade intercourse 
with their neighbors across the line is actuated 
by adesire for even stronger bonds. In this 
manufacturing centro the desire for amalga- 
mation with the United States has as- 
sumed astonishing proportions, and not py 


Grits alone, but by protectionists, Tories who 
have never changed théir coats, THE TIMES’s cor- 
respondent was assured that if a vote on the 
uestion of annexation were taken to-morrow 
opponents would be in the minority. All 
Canadian manufacturers ure neither satisfied 
with existing conditions nor afraid of competi- 
tion with Americans. The farmer, the iumber- 
man, and the miner do not stand alone in their 
desire fora greater market than Canada and 
England afford. Butthe farmer has it in his 
Pact if he wisely exercises it, to obtain satis- 
































































































































action. Has he sound cause for grumbling over 
is condition? Not by the resident alone is On- 
tario considered the garden of America. Tray- 
lers who have visited many climes declare that 
n the productivenes of its soil, its possibilities 
in the matter of variety, the nature of its climate, 
and the character of the men who till its soil 
Ontario is one of the favored spots of the world. 


Why, then, is not the Ontario farmer satisfied 
with his lot? Inafew words, because the na- 
tional policy of Canada will not allow him to 


dispose of his goods in a market that lies at his 
doors, and compels him to seek one 3,000 miles 
away. The farmers of Ontario have never ap- 
yreciated their own importance or made the 
most of their political opportunities. If united 
for acommon object throughout the Dominion 
the farmers could easily obtain it; they have 
the votes. But they are waking up; they have 
organized. r 
: There are 45 counties in Ontario. The popu- 
Jation of the province in 1885 was 1,784,960. 
It was divided as follows: Farmers, 1,126,554; 


resident in towns and villages, 369,152; resident 
in cities, 289,254. A large proportion of those 
residing in towns and villages are farmers, and 
a fair estimate of the latter’s numerical strength 
is 1.250.000, nearly three-fourths of the entire 
opulation. They huve begun to organize, in 
fact lave organized, though the immense engine 
yet ‘to show its power. In 40 of the 45 
counties of the province there are farmers’ in- 
stitutions; they were founded for the purpose of 
education, and to them, in great part, is 
credited the fact that the Ontario farmer 
is to-day in agricultural knowledge and 
thoroughness of method the equal of his 
English competitor, and far in advance 
of bis American neighbor. Between him 
and the farmer of the neignboring Province of 
Quebec there is no comparison. The latter—the 
French Canadian element—scratches instead of 
tilling the svil, and his intelligence can best be 
iliustrated by the fact that instead of using 
Paris green or some other lightning exterminat- 
or on the voracious and energetic potato bug, he 
simply erects @ cross as a Warning to all bugs 
not to enter his premises, forgetting that the 
bug haa heretofore paid no attention to such an 
obstruction; in fact, had shown no evidence of 
the slightest religious training. But the farmer 
found his county institute insufficient for his 
purpose, He learns much in it of matters purely 
acricultural, but for impressing the Government 
swith his idea of its importance it seemed want- 
fog in some important particular. The mere 
passage of a resolution and the forwarding of it 
to Ottawa resulted in nothing but disappoint- 
ments; in fact, his organization was not perfect, 
80 he organized more fully by sending delegates 
to Toronto, where, about a month ago, was 
formed a central body known as the Central 
Farmers’ Institute. The farmers of Ontario are 
now represented in and by that body. 


The President of the ‘Central Farmers’ Insti- 
tute is Valancey E. Fuller, of this city, and its 
Secretary is Thomas Shaw, of the Lire Stock 
Journal, of the same place. Mr. Fuller is the 


owner of the Oaklands Jersey Stock Farm, noted 
for its splendid stock throughout the United 
States as well as Canada. The Oaklands’ stock 
brings handsome prices, and much of it is to be 
found in New-York. It has secured prizes at ail 
the principal cattle showa, and cups of more or 
less splendor attest the admiration felt for Mr. 
Fuller’s Jerseys by cattic judges in different sec- 
tions of the country. Ten head of Oaklands’ 
stock have been sold for $26,000, and in the last 
four years Mr. Fuller has sold stock valued at 
$200,000; yet Canada only purchased $20,000 
ofthatamount. Mr. Fulleris a Tory and a pro- 
tectionist, like all the membera of his 
family, Secretary Shaw, on the other hand, is 
a Grit. So with the other honorary offices, 
they are divided between members of both polit- 
ical parties, because the object of the strongest 
and most levelheaded menin the organization 
is to keep it clear of politics; they believe it to 
be strong enough to carry its point without at- 
taching itself to any party; in fact believe that 
{n such a course lies its only hope of obtaining a 
better condition of things forthefarmer. At the 
first meeting held by the institute it adopted a 
resolution providing for the removal of all re- 
strictions on trade between the United States 
and Canada. Various speakers, allofthem farm- 
ers, argued that it must be apparent to all that 
the average farmer, unless engaged in 
some specialty, was not getting a 
return on his investment; that if 
intended to advance the modes of farming 
must be changed or increased, or better 
markets found. The farmers of Ontario were 
burdened with debt; the farmers of the older 
States in the Union were rapidly paying off their 
indebtedness, The life of the Ontario farmer 
’ was one of hardship; thet of his American 
neighbor was comparatively comfortable, What 
was the cause of this? It wasn’t the fdult of 
soil or climate; it wasn’t that the American 
mode of farming was an improvement on the 
Canadian. It was simply because the United 
Btates offered a better market than Canada for 
live stock as well as agricultural and garden 
roducts. Itcould not be possible that a ma- 
fority of Canadian manufacturers could not hold 
their own against Americans. That interest 
‘was dependent upon the welfare of the farmer, 
and should not be made paramount to it. Let 
pther interests take care of themselves, it was 

time the farmer looked out for number one.

From figures which will appear in the Gov- 
ernment report of 1886, which has not yet been 
published, THe TuwEs is enabled to give an in- 


telligible idea of the agricultural condition of 
Ontario. It has already been stated thatof a 
total population of 1,784,960, 1,250,000 are 
farmers. A strong conservative protectionist of 
Toronto, John Macdonald, a jobber in dry goods, 
stated not long ago that there was invested in 
manufacturing enterprises in the Dominion, in 
1881, $104,000,000, and there is nothing toshow 
that the amount has since been largely increased. 
The Government returas for 1886 show that the 
yalue of farm lands in Ontario—not the Domin- 
fon—is $648,009,828; of farm buildings, $183,- 
748.212; of farming implements, $50,530,936; 
of the live stock industry, $107,208,935, a total 
of $989,497,911. Butthe value of such prop- 
erty is really in excess of these figures, for the 
average farmer firmly believes thatby giving the 
y full value of his property to a Government 
“ official heis simply requesting the Government 
to inerease his taxes, The Ontario farmer does 
; ot fear competition with his American neigh- 
i or, he thoroughly believes in his superiority 
* and the superiority of his land, and says, ** Com- 
pare the average productivencss of the agricult- 
ural States against Ontario. The average 

ield of Fall wheatin Ontario in 1885 was 24.5 

ushels per acre; in Ohio it was 8.1 bushels, 
and the average yield in Ohic, Michigan, (where 
the yield was 20 bushels,’ the highest,) New-York, 
Indiana, Penusylvania, Iowa, and Minnesota 
it was 13 bushels per acre. The average yield 
of Spring wheat for the same year in the same 
Btates was 11.4 bushels; in Minnesota it was 
14;in Ontario, 16 bushels. The average 1885 
yield of barley in the barley growing States was 
ios than 22; in Ontario it was 27.7; 1885 yield 
of oats in the States, 33; in Ontario, 35.8 bash- 
els.” 
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Yet in spite of the magnificent yield of wheat 
Ontario farmers claim that on every bushel 
raised in the last two years they have lost 22 
cents, and most of the yield was exported to Eng- 
land. They do not believe there is money in 
wheat, even with commercial union, at present 
prices, but they do think there is money in live 
stock, but notin exporting it to England. In 
1885 the Ontario farmers shipped beef to the 
value of $5,000,000 to England, and received 
4345 cents per pound for it--to raise it cost Ste 
centsapound. Men have made money by fat- 
tening cattle for export, but not by raising them. 
On wheat and eattle exported to England in 
1885, valued at $8,000,000, there was a dead 
joss. But with commercial union there would be 
money in stock raising in Ontario, for her horses 
are now sold in large numbers in the United 
States in spite of 20 percent. duty. Money has 
been made too in eggs, butof $1,830,632 worth 
exported in 1885 the United States teok $1,722,- 
ths The value of horses shipped to England in 













885 was only $6,424; to the United States, 
1,226,131.

These 
figures demonstrate why the lumber interests as | 
well as the agricultural are in favor of commer- 
cial union with the United States. 


Satisfied by experience that there was no 
money in wheat, the Ontario farmer is decreas- 
ing his acreage. In 1882 the Fall wheat crop 
was 1,188,520 bushels; in 1886 it fell to 886,000 


bushels. He has decreased his acreage of rye 
and potatoes and increased that of oats, barley, 
peas, buckwheat, turnips, hay, and clover, and 
is sending each year to the United States more 
hay, and believes he can grow more to the acre 
than the American farmer can. The total acre- 
age of jand in the provinceis 21,775,299, In 
1885 there was of farming land 10,856,283 
acres; in orchards and gardens, 191,266 acres; 
total of assessed resident land, 20,671,554 acres; 
non-resident land, 1,103,745 acres. Yet the 
land, in addition to being heavily mortgaged, is 
decreasing in value, for last year the farming 
land was valued at $648,009,828, while in 1883 
it was worth $654,793,025, and this decrease 
and the cause of proftitiess farming is due, it is 
claimed, to the unfavorable character of Eng- 
land as a market and the restrictions placed 
upon intercourse with the United States. The 
farmer is satisfied that he must under any con- 
ditions grow more diversified crops, but he is 
satisfied that he will fail to lift himself out of his 
difficulties until he obtains unrestricted trade 
intercourse with the neighboring Republic, The 
rising génération is sven more anxious to obtain 
this than the fathers, and it talks more of an- 
nexation than do the latter. Many of them, a 
majority perhaps, are old country bred, and the 
idea of severing connections with the mother 
country touches them on the raw; they ,are 
bound, too, by the chains of party prejudice. The 
politicians know this and will leave no stone un- 
turned to succeed, as they always have suc- 
ceeded, in making the cause of the farmers a 
party question.

So far the farmers bave succeeded in keeping 
their organization out of politics, and they all 
express the resolution to pull ‘together and put 
party aside; but their political prejudice is bit- 


terly strong, and any weakness on their part, or 
subtlety on the part of “working” politicians, 
may once more throw the fat in the fire. The 
following incident will shew to what lengths 
they will go on account of party: Not many 
miles from Hawilton lives a farmer of means 
and intelligence. His farmis a mode! one, and 
attracts attention by the evident and brainy care 
devoted toit. Yet the owner will not buy a ton 
of coal that is not “protected,” that does not 
come from Nova Scotia, and he will spend hours 
hunting fora dealer who will swear that his 
stock came from Nova Scotia that the farmer 
may pay 50 cents a ton more for it than he 
need give for American coal, And the joke of it 
is that even under a protective tariff of 50 cents 
a ton no Nova Scotia coal ever does reach his 
section of country. 
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Mr. Shaw has traveled all over the province, 
and has just returned from a trip. He is a 
practical farmer. He reports that the Ontario 


farmers are solid for commercial union, and 
will undoubtedly succeed in getting itif their 
efforts are not made a party question. 


Mr. Fuller is of the opinion that commercial 
union will stave off annexation or the desire 
forit. The younger men are determined to im- 
prove their condition. They believc, and he be- 


lieves, that commercial union will enable them 
to do so, and from commercial union, he thinks, 
the farmers would secure the benefits they need, 
while it would allow them to live under a 
system of government for which they have a 
strong regard, but their condition must be 
ameliorated, or something would break. The 
intention of the farmers had been to memorial- 
ize the Government. Sir John Macdonald, with 
his usual shrewdness, if they do so and show 
unmistakable evidence of cohesion, will take 
time by the forelock and champion their cause. 
This would be the result if the plans of the 
farmers did not miscarry through the machina- 
tions of politicians and their own devotion to 
party and forgetfulness, in party heat, of self. 


He was asked to explain how, if commercial 
union between the two countries became a fact, 
and the revenues of the country were conse- 
quently decreased, the expenses of govern- 


ment could be provided. He replied,“ By di- 
rect taxation.” The country, particularly the 
farmers, suffered quite as heavy burdens now by 
indirect taxation as they would under commer- 
cial union with direct taxation, withthe ma- 
terial difference that commercial union would 
enable them to bear such taxation without diffi- 
culty; besides, it would have the effect of mak- 
ing the Government more economical. If an- 
nexation ever did occur he thought Ontario 
would in a short time be the richest State in the 
Union. TB. F.

REFORMED EPISCOPAL OOUNOIL.

Considerable discussion ensued upon a 
report of the Committee on Aggressive Church 
Work. The committee recommended the adop- 
tion of a resolution that the council recognizes 
evangelistic services as a potent factor in the 
aggressive work of a church, and indorsed the 
utility of evangelistic unions wherever practica- 
ble for the more systematic and efficient conduct 


of such matters. The report was adopted with- 
out objection, but much opposition was made to 
resolutions incorporated in the second section of 
the report, which provided that the Bishops of the 
church should (as now) have the general charge 
and oversight of all work for church extension 
in their respective Synods and jurisdictions; 
that in November of each year each Bishop 
should issue a circular letter setting forth the 
condition of the workin his department and its 
financial needs, and that a collection be taken 
on the Sunday after the reading of the notice in 
each year in every parish of thechurch. The 
principal objection to this scheme had reference 
to the plan of general collections, Bishop 
Cheney, of Chicago, and others believing that 
mission collections should be left to the parishes 
themselves and the work not retarded by 
cumbersome machinery. The debate resulted in 
the ey ier of a substitute approved by 
Bishop Fallows, Chairman of the committee, 
providing merely for a general mission collec- 
tion Dec, 2 in each year, the funds so secured to 
be remitted to the Treasurer of the General 
Council,

SOUTH AMERICAN NOTES. 

Panama, May 30.—The contractors for 
the sale of Peruvian guano in the United States 
have been ordereé to pay into the Treasury of 
Peru $17,850 American gold, which the Treasury 
officers declare has not been received. 

A letter written in Cucuta, Colombia, on April 
14 says: “I believe peace is re-established in 
Tachria, Venezuela.

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LOOKING UP ITS FINANCES. 


MEMBERS 





OF ASSEMBLY 
ABOUT THEIR MONEY. 
There was a breeze and a quarrel at the 
last meeting of Assembly No. 49 Sunday evening 
and the delegates called each other unkind 
names. Complaints have been made from time 
to time by various local assemblies connected 
with No. 49 that the officers of the District As- 
sembly had not made any report on the man- 

agement of its finauces for a very long time, 
The members of each local assembly, it is said, 
pay 5centsamonth to the assistance fund of 


the District Assembly and 5 cénts to its general 
fund. As the membership of the combined locals 
of the District Assembly, after all the losses it 
has sustained, is said to amount to some 50,000, 
the income from this tax is about $3,500 per 
month. Special assessments are aiso levied 
from time to time in the event of a great strike 
or some great emergency. The District Assem- 
bly has also @ good income from renting the 
meeting roomsin Pythagoras Hall to local as- 
semblies and other labor organizations, 

About five weeks ago the officers of No. 49 
promised to submit a detailed statement of the 
income and expenditures, and last Sunday the 
delegates asked that the report be made. Will- 
jam Cloyes and D. J. Houghton remarked that a 
detailed statement had not been given since the 
resignation of John J. Caville as-‘Treasurer, 18 
months ago, and they feared that the funds of 
the assistance fund and general fund had been 
iliezally used. Several delegates wanted to 
have the locked out silverworkers assisted out 
of the assistance fund. Master Workman Quinn 
said that there was only $1,000 in the assistance 
fund, The Jast coal handlers’ strike had proved 
very expensive to the District Assembly, anda 
great deal of money had been borrowed from thse 
assistance fund and applied toward the ex- 
penses of the general fund. Less money also was 
coming in from the local assemblies than for- 
merly. The Treasurer and Secretary were asked 
whether this was true, and they replied that 
they thought it was. 

A delegate wanted to know what had become 
of the $17,000 that wasin the assistance fund 
some time ago. The Treasurer replied that 
George Dunn, the Chairman of the Board of 
Arbitration, was receiving over $100 per week. 
This brought Mr. Dunn to his feet, and he in-

A resolution was then passed directing that a 
committee be appointed to audit the expenses 
of the District Assembly for the past 18 months.

UNEXPECTED INTRUSION. 





AN 
A CLERGYMAN DOUBTS A REPORT IN 
THE RALEIGH ‘‘ NEWS.” 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The article in your issue of May 20, credited 
to the Raleigh News, gives so unfavorable an im- 
pression of the attitude of the Episcopal Church in 
North Carolina that, coming as it does upon the 
heels of the secession of the laymen from the Con- 
vention of the Church in South Carolina, it cannot 
but cause pain and indignation to many in the South 
as wellas North. Will you, therefore, permit space 
with your accustomed courtesy to one who, of North- 
ern birth, but for many years livingin the South and 
intimately associated with the work of the Episco- 
pal Church among the colored people, can give some 
accurate information upon the subject? 

The article in question assumes, for it does not 
claim to speak from knowledge or information, 
that “ Bishop Lyman as well as his guests con- 
sidered the coming” of colored clergy to an out- 
door recepticn to which he had “‘ invited the mem- 


bers of the Episcopal Convention then in session” 
“an upexpected intrusion.” We do not undertake 
toanswer for “his guests,” but those who know 
Bishop Lyman as the cultured gentleman and 
Christian Bishop will findit hard to believe, unless 
on hisown assurance, that he would fail to welcome 
fuests whom he had himself invited; for in in- 
viting “the members of the Convention” 
he necessarily included them. This would beattrib- 
uting to him conduct which would not accord with 
his character in either of the aspects indicated. Nor 
should the impression go forth that North Carolina 
thus follows in the wake of her sister State. On the 
contrary, Bishop Howe was right in telling the lay- 
men of the South Carolina Convention that in all 
the South they “stood alone.” North Carolina’s 
traditions have been specially marked in the oppo- 
site direction. It was Bishop Lyman’s saintly pred- 
ecessor, Bishop Atkinson, that led in the education 
of colored ciergy and took the bold stand when the 
laymen of a certain town ot his diocese hesitated to 
welcome the colored delegates to his Convention, 
that the Convention would meet with their colored 
brethren or stay away with them. The receptions 
frequently given by Bishops to the members of 
their Conventions are of official character and not 
governed by social lines. 

They must often include very rude and uncultured 
people, however honest and pious, who represent ob- 
écure diatricts. Itis not a new thing to see the 
colored clergy in such gatherings. Those who were 
in Chicago at the General Convention will remember 
biack faces among the white at the noonday lunch. 
The writer has seen colored clergy not only ata 
Bishop’s reception of his Convention, but one given 
to clergy of amore private character, where the 
most emphatically Southern clergy and laymen 
took pains to greet them with marked signs ot wel. 
come. Itis to be hoped that the reporter of the 
Raleigh News made the not unnatural mistake of 
predicating his own feelings of the “ Bishop and his 
guests.”

WHISKY. 

A BAD MEASURE 
PUSHED BY BOSS PLATT FOR PURE- 
LY PARTISAN PURPOSES. 

ALBANY, May 30.—The Governor has done 
exactly what he was expected to do—he has 
killed the precious darling, the Vedder Whisky 
Tax bill. which was intended to be a platform 
on which Boss Platt could muster his forces. 
The veto will be filed among the musty archives 
of the Secretary of State’s office to-morrow. 
Its language is as follows: 


STATE OF NEW-YORK, EXRCUTIVE CHAMBER, 
ALBANY, May 31, 1837. 

Memorandum filed with Senate bill No. 472, en- 
titled “ An act to tax sales of beverages in certain 
cases.” Notapproved, 

No hearing upon this bit! has been applied for, and 
none seems to be necessary. It was not passed with 
any expectation that it would ever become iaw, and 
and it can be readily disposed of. 

The measure concededly violates every just prin- 
ciple of taxation enunciated by me in my veto of the 
“Crosby bill,” (so-called,) and hence it was well 
known that its approval was impossible. 

It purports to be arevenue measure, and not one 
for reform or to promote temperance, Its ostensible 
objectis to provide means to support the state 
Government, and therefore moral considerations 
cannot, with propriety, be urged in its behalf, It 
does not assume an intention or desire to restrict or 
reduce the number of licensed places, but merely to 
raise taxes from the sales of liquor, and the more 
licenses there are granted the greater will be the 
revenue. The billis, therefore, to be considered and 
discussed purely as a financial measure, and yot 
one intended for the promotion of temperance. 

Asarevenue meaure the billis objectionablé zor 
these reasons: 

Firet—The tax is not uniform throughout the 
State. The bill, among other things, imposes a tax 
of $400 Rpon places having first-class licenses jn the 
cities of New-York and Brooklyn, while in the Sther 
cities of the State the tax varies from $200 to 
$50 upon the very same kind of places. The tax is 
based according to resident population rather than 
upon the amount of business done. There is no pre- 
tense of 6 — in its imposition. At the 
crowdad fashionable Summef resorts in the country 
—the places upon the lakes, in the mountains, and 
atthe glens and epringa. where vast profits are 
made in the sale of liquors—the taxes would be buat 
trifling. while the great constituencies of New-York 
and Brooklyn are compelled to pay the highest rates. 
Taxes should be equal and uniform throughout the 
State. Tne United States liquor license tax is based 
upon that principle and is the same everywhere. ln 
Ohio, Michigan, Texas, and Illinois the State liquor 
tax is uniform in all parts of those States. Yet this 
bill is purposely made unlike the United States law 
or the law of these other States, so that the Execnu- 
tive could not consistently approvo it. The object 
seems to have been more to embarrass the Executive 
than to promote temperance iegislation or to raise 
revenue by fair and equitable meaus. 

Second—The bill provides that the taxes raised 
shall go into the State Treasury, rather than into 
the treasury of the localities where the licenses are 
granted. These liceuse taxes should properly be ap- 
plied for the reduction of local taxation. No good 
reason can be urged why one weed Tanting a 
number of licenses should be compel oh to share 
with another locality or with the State at large any 
portion of the public tax imposed on account of the 
granting of such licenses. Each locality should have 
the full and entire benefit of its own local taxation. 
The State does not need to insist upon such com- 
pulsory and unfair division as is proposed. Home 
taxation for home purposes presents the true princi-

e. 
The weight of State taxation is slight, while local 
taxatirn is burdensome, and needs the relief which 
this revenue would furnish it. If the Legislature 
sincerely desired to raise additional revenne for the 
State it could have passed the admirable measure 
for the taxation of corporations recommended by the 
Controller, whereby State taxation could be materi- 
ally reduced—but the bill was defeated. The tax- 
ayers of the State would have appreciated the re- 
ief afforded by so just, practical, and equitable a 
measure—but the Legislature would not pass it. 

Whatever taxes the liquor traffic ought reasonably 
to bear, whether imposed in the shape of license 
fees or otherwise, should go into the Jocal rather 
than the State Treasury. As well might it be pro- 
posed to pay the license fees for hacks, carts, places 
of amusements, sidewalk permits. and all other fees 
for privileges of like chai acter into the State ‘l'reas- 
ury, instead of the municipal treasury of the locality 
interested, as to attempt to do what this bill pro- 
poses. 
If liquor taxes shoulda not be permitted to remain 
at home for use in making local improvements and 
paying expenses of local government, then the State 
night as well take and appropriate the rents which 
cities receive of ferries, piers. and bulkheads, and 
street railroad franchises and other local revenues, 

in Ohio all the proceeds of its Hquor tax are paid 
into its county treasuries. In Michigan, J}inois, 
and Minnesota, all such taxes are paid into the city, 
town, and village treasuries, and even under the re- 
cently enacted law of Pennsylvaniait is required 
that four-fifths of the revenue derived from liquor 
license taxes shall be paid into the local treasuries. 
But this proposed law is not modeled after the 
statutes of other States, and is glaringly unjust to 
particular localities. In brief, it taxes two-thiriis of 
the State for the benefit of about one-third. Itis 
artial, crude, and unprecedented in its provisions. 
lhe people do bot want any such measure, The in- 
dependent press of the State is opposed toit. It was 
conceived in political expediency, born of political 
hypocrisy, and has had its growthin rank injustice 
and in the utter violation of every correct prin- 
ciple of taxation. 

This legislation is a fair sample of all the alleged 
temperance legislation of this Winter. “rhe art of 
how not to do iv’ could not be more conspicuously 
illustrated, and the whole purpose seems to have 
been to hoodwink and deceive the honest temperance 
seutimentct the State, without, in fact, doing any- 
thing to aid the cause of temperance.

It was expected that the Governor would 
dwell at some length upon the origin of this tax 
scheme. If he had goneintotbhis branch of the 
question, be no doubt would have found some 
interesting facts. The bill was introduced into 
the Legislature by Senator Commodore P. Ved- 
der. He alleged that he drew it up himself, but 
nobody believesthat. From all that can be 
ascertained it was the product of one or more 
junkets of his Committee on Taxation and 
Retrenchment into the domain of the liquor 


dealers. The latter doubtless seemed to the 
Commodore to be about as wealthy a 
class as could be found to _ atrike at 


in the community. Asa member of the Legisla- 
ture he must have known that they raise moneys 
anuually to pay the tolis exacted by highway- 
men legislators. Evidently they did not serious- 
ly undertake to negotiate with him, or with any 
of the other members of his fraudulent commit- 
tee. The bill received no attention till after the 
Crosby bill was vetoed, being regarded as a 
strike such asthe brokers and other business 
men of New-York have been confronted with 
during the existence of the Senator’s committee. 

As soon as Dr. Crosby and'Judge Davis fast 
ened upon it, in their chagrin over the veto of 
the Crosby bill, the politicians in Boss Platt's 
camp saw a point for themselves, They im- 
mediately set about to pass it asaparty measure. 
Some of the members of the Platt contingent, 
in both Senate and Assembly, hesitated about 
committing themselves to it. Someother Re- 
publicans believed that the party could well 
afford tostandon its record without further 
temperance legislation. Itis a well known fact 
that men, like ex-Speaker Erwin, were loth to 
push it at first, and that partially accounts for 
the tangle into which he allowed his party to 
get in the Assembly. Boss Platt is known to 
have brought his hand down heavily on his fol- 
lowers and ordered them to help the measure 
along. He belisved he would extract campaign 
material from it, and he was shrewd enough to 
realize that he would need all the ammunition 
next Fall that could be obtained. Mr. Platt 
may now be expected to begin the organization 
of temperance legions in order to help his ticket 
along. He organized some such movement in 
1884, taking protection as his motto and assess- 
ing the scared manufacturers heavily. 

Nothing that the new boss can doin the tem- 
perance line can offset the effect of his meddling 
with the constitutional convention question, It 
is well enough known among the politicians, 
even if the truth has not permeated the rank and 
file of the party, that Platt’s unwillingness to 
risk a fight with the other faction of the party 
this Spring led to the postponement of the con- 
vention till another year. If his plans for gain- 
ing control of the party machinery had been 
perfected, there would have been no difficulty 
about holding the convention this year. It has 
never been questioned that a vast majority of 
those who voted and labored for a convention 
supposed, as a matter of course, that the con- 
vention would be held this year, and that the 
Legislature of 1887 would make the necessary 
provision, just as the Legislature of 1867 did.

THE PRIZES AWARDED AND THE CAMP 
BROKEN UP. ' 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—The culmination 
of the national drill was reached and passed at 
3 o'clock this afternoon. The troops—about 
2,000 in number—were drawn up in five lines, 
their centre facing a stand erected in the middle 
of the broad drill inelosure, upon which 
Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan and a brilliantly uniformed 
staff had taken their places. Gen. Augur and 
stalf came on horseback and remained mounted 
during the ceremonial. Gen. Ordway, chief of 
Gen. Augur’s staff, formally announced to Gen. 
Sheridan that the troops were assembled to hear 


the awards and receive the prizes in accordance 
with the decision of the Board of Judges. The 
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‘envelope containing the list of awards, sealed 





with a ponderous circle of red wax, was then 
handed by Gen. Ordway to Col. Black, 
Chairman of the Board of Judgea, who in turn 
passed it to Col. King, conductor of dress 
parades. This officer rode toa position a few 
yards in front of the stand, opened the envelope 
aud read the awards, ordering the commanding 
officers of the winuing organizations to the front 
in turn as the several awards were announced. 
Each marched, sword in hand, to the stand, 
saluted, and received from the Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral the prizes. The cash awards were con- 
tained in open envelopes, out of which projected 
the ends of the newly issued national currency 
in bills of large denominations. The following 
is the official list of the standing of companies 
announced by the judges this afternoon:

But 
its passage will satisfy no temperance Re- 
publican, while the unfair purpose which 
the.Governor was called upon to defeat will 
add to the distrust of fair-minded men for 
those who assume to direct the policy of the 
Republican Party, It is a device which will 
plague the inventors far more than those 
against whom it was directed. 





THE BOYCOTT AGAIN. 

As was stated in onr dispatches yesterday 
morning, the Knights of Labor have suc- 
ceeded in enforcing the demands to sustain 
which they have been carrying on an exten- 
sive “boycott” against the members of the 
Philadelphia Clothing Exchange. The dis- 
pute originated some three months since in 
two strikes of no great importance among 
the cutters in factories belonging to mem- 
bersof the ClothingExchange. The Knights’ 
assemblies to which the cutters belonged 
took part with the strikers, The°’Exchange 
took up the quarrel, locked out all the cut- 
ters employed by its members, and declared 
that they would no longer employ Knights 
of Labor. The Knights replied “by insti- 
tating a wholesale boycott against the Ex- 
change, and not only were boycotting cir- 
culars scattered broadcast throughout the 
length and breadth of the land, but a score 
of special agents were dispatched all over 
the country to look after the rigid enforce- 
ment of the measure.” Itis estimated that the 
thirty-two firms constituting the Exchange 
have suffered a loss in all of something like 
a million of dollars. They have finally 
yielded, and the cutters will be put to work 
to-day on terms agreeable to all parties. 

This is a very important event 1n the his- 
tory of the Knights of Labor. It is the 
more 80 because of late there have been 
signs of internal dissension in the order, 
and they have failed in a number of their 
minor undertakings. It is plain, however, 
that an enterprise of this magnitude, re- 
quiring very extensive if not complete co- 
operation in all parts of the country, and a 
degree of consistent and minute supervision 
by trusted and responsible agents in consider- 
able numbers, could not have been carried 
to a successful issue unless the organiza- 
tion had been very efficient. It is to be 
noted, also, that this particular work 
was supplemented by the payment to the 
cutters of a large sum of money weekly, 
stated in our dispatches at $2,000, which 
would have amounted, since Feb. 7, to 
some $32,000. And it is to be remembered, 
moreover, that’ while this was going on the 
means by which the Knights inflicted a loss 
of a million of dollars on the employers 
had been declared illegal in the courts of 
at least two States and would probably 
have been condemned in the courts of 
Pennsylvania had these been appealed to. 

It would be easy, however, to exaggerate 
the importance of the result. The striking 
cutters belonged to Local Assembly No. 1 
of the Knights of Labor. Many of their 
leaders were among the founders of the 
order, and they were able to command an 
amount of support, both financial and other, 
that no other body of men could have had. 
On the other hand, the clothing business in 
Philadelphia, as in other cities, is one in 
which competition is peculiarly fierce and 
strenuous, and it includes many trades- 
men who are very eager for advan- 
tage, without the strictest scruple as to 
the source from which it is to be obtained. 
However this may be, it is plain that if the 
employers had maintained as strong and 
alert an opposition to the boycotters as the 
means at their command would permit 
they would have rendered a different ac- 
count of themselves. It is incredible that 
they would have patiently submitted toa 
loss of so great an amount and then have 
surrendered unless there had been some in- 
herent weakness in their own camp. It is 
to be presumed that the Clothing Exchange 
tailors know their own business best. It is 
quite certain that they think they do. But 
they have seriously misunderstood a very 
grave question in this matter, either in 
making a contest on ground that they were 
not able to sustain or in yielding a just 
position to a form of coercion that is as 
despotic, un-American, and wicked as any- 
thing known to this generation. In sucha 
matter that concerns the interests not only 
of the general body of employers, but in 
the long run those of the general body of 
the laboring men as well, it is unfortunate 
that errors of this sort should be made. 








UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRANTS. 

The British Government is again trying 
to unload upon the people of this country 
destitute and pauperized persons whom it 
is unwilling to support. The steamship 
Scandinavia, which arrived at Philadelphia 
last Sunday, brought to that port one hun- 
dred immigrants from the West of Ireland 
whose passage had been paid by the Gov- 
ernment’s representatives. After sixteen 
of them had evaded the inspectors the 
remaining members of the party were 
detained by the Commissioners for ex- 
amination. It appears that the landlords 
of the district from which these 
migrants come were requested to make 
lists of persons who were unable to 
earn a living and whom the local author- 
ities were unwilling to support, and that to 
each of the persons whose names were thus 
reported the Government gave a steerage 
ticket for a passage to America and a draft 
on New-York for $5 or $10. Descriptions 
of these immigrants warrant the conclusion 
that many of them, if admitted, will soon 
become a burden upon the taxpayers of 
Pennsylvania and other States. Just now 
the people of London are complaining that 
a few paupers have come into the city from 
the Continent. But while they are unwill- 
ing to support the paupers of Russia and 
Germany they approve the policy that 
| sends their own paupers to the almshouses 
| of America. 
| Public opinion in this country unmistak- 
ably calls for the strict enforcement of the 


im- 

















laws which require the exclusion of pau- 
pers, lunatics, and criminals from abroad. 
Measured by the voice of the press in the 
jast three months, it calls for more than 
this. In some districts it even favors the 
entire discontinuance of immigration. The 
admission of thonsands who. do not be- 
come citizens, but intend to return to 
Europe after having saved the earnings 
of three or four years, and of many 
whose avowed purpose is to overthrow our 
institutions; the crowding of our almshouses 
and insane asylums with the refuse of 
Europe; a conviction that our workmen fur- 
nish an ample supply of labor for our indus- 
tries, and that the remnant of our public 
lands should be reserved for those who are 
now citizens—these and other considerations 
have led a great part of our people to the 
conclusion that immigration, even under 
the restrictions which a rigid enforcement 
of existing laws would impose, is nota bless- 
ing. 

Whatever may be the drift of public sen- 
timent concerning additional restrictions, 
it is plain that the exclusion of pauvers, 
lunatics, and criminals is demanded by all. 
There is abundant evidence that the law 
for their exclusion is not strictly enforced. 
Since 1880 the number of lunatics in the 
asylums of this State has increased by 42 
per.cent., while the increase of population 
has not exceeded 12 per cent., and it is 
known that this increase in the num- 
ber of insane persons is due in great 
measure to the admission of lunatics from 
abroad. Our State Board of Charities is 
continually sending such lunatics to the 
countries from which they came, and it is 
shown that of those returned last year 
many had been sent to America by cities, 
towns, and various organizations. It is im- 
possible for officers to make the examina- 
tion which tke law requires at a port of 
entry where as many as 9,000 immigrants 
may apply for admission in one day. 

It is proposed that part of the work of ex- 
amination shall be made in foreign coun- 
tries by our Consuls, and that no one shall 
be admitted here who cannot show a Con- 
sul’s certificate. Probably such a division 
of the labor will eventually be required by 
law. Under present conditions many immi- 
grants are admitted who never should have 
been allowed to leave the portsof departure, 





THE VANDERBILT INTEREST. 

When Mr. CHauncry M. Drrrw became 
the visible vicegerent of the Vanderbilt in- 
terest it wasfondly hoped by those suburban 
residents and tourists whom that interest 
had so long fatigued and discouraged 
that achange would come over the admin- 
istration of the Vanderbilt roads. It ap- 
pears, however, that Mr. Drprw’s vision, 
like that of his predecessors, is telescopic, 
and can distinguish nothing this side. of 
Omaha, or, at the very least, of Chi- 
cago. The wretched residents of West- 
chester are no better off than they were be- 
fore, and still the familiar spectacle is pre- 
sented of towns in New-Jersey and Long 
Island built up, in spite of the heavy handi- 
cap of the ferries, at the expense of towns 
that have direct communication with the 
city. They have been so built up simply 
because the railroads that communicate 
with them are managed by men who are 
not too great and ambitious to see money 
that is lying directly under their noses and 
begging them to pick it up. 

For years the service between the city 
and Jerome Park on race days, and espe- 
cially on race days when a crowd was to be 
expected and was expected, has been a 
scandal. Itcan scarcely be supposed that 
the management of the Harlem Road is 
piously laboring to suppress public interest 
in horse racing, but that is the only 
supposition by which its intelligence 
can be saved. Upon that supposition 
the management has been skillful, though 
not completely successful. Every crowded 
meeting has caused additional hundreds to 
register vows that thereafter if they could 
not go to Jerome Park by private convey- 
ances they would not go atall. Annually 
the complaints of the racegoers have gone 
up to the headquarters of the Vanderbilt 
interest and never been heard of more. 

Yesterday was perhaps the occasion of the 

most scandalous mismanagement in all this 
scandalous history. It was absolutely cer- 
tain in the morning that the attendance 
would be enormous. The day was a holi- 
day, it was fine, and it was the first race 
day at Jerome since the repeal of the law 
prohibiting public betting on race courses. 
In point of fact the attendance, according 
to experienced observers, was the largest 
ever seen at Jerome Park, The -grand 
stand was so thronged that it was 
difficult, and at times impossible, to 
move from one part of it to another. 
The.preparations made by the Harlem Road 
for the handling and transportation of this 
enormous number of people would have 
been discreditable on the dullest race day of 
the year. They would have been discredit- 
able if, instead of being preparations fora 
holiday crowd in the first city of the Union, 
they had been preparations for reaching a 
race course in the environsof Oshkosh. The 
train which was advertised to start at 12:25 
from the Grand Central was jammed as 
soon as the doors of the cars were opened. 
Those who were unable to squeeze them- 
selves into this train and who took the next, 
which left at 12:45, arrived at the track at 
2:20, being fully half as long again on the 
road as they would have been if they had 
trusted themselves to horses instead of to 
steam, and arriving after the first race 
had been run and when the horses were 
at the post for the second. Return- 
ing, the case was far worse, for 
only two trains could be loaded at the 
wretched little siding which the company 
has provided. These were delayed so that 
those who drove from the track to Fordham 
and took the regular accommodation train 
to town arrived before the extra trains, and 
the passengers upon these were crowded, 
not merely to discomfort, but to the point of 
positive wretchedness and danger. 

This is an old story, the more shame to the 
company which is responsible for its annual 
recital. The elevated roads are notin all 
respects admirably managed. But suppose 
that foronce the managers of the elevated 
roads had shown the same ignorant disre- 
gard of what the public demands upon the 
roads would beon a@ special occasion and 





made no more provision for them than the 
Harlem Railroad habitually makes for thon- 
sands of excursionists. The condition of 
New-York throughout its whole extent 
would be almost that of a riot. Mean- 
while, the Vanderbilt interest is tranquilly 
meditating upon the long and short hanl 
clause and serenely ignores the existence 
of the suburbs of New-York and of the pos- 
sibility of a profitable traffic between them 
and the city. It is perhaps unfeeling and 
unjust to assume that Mr. DEPEW can do 
anything to remedy this state of things. 
We really think, however, he might use 
his influence with the Vanderbilt interest, 
if he has any, to send over to Long Island 
or New-Jersey and hire a railroad man to 
look after its local traffic and leave the 
interest to pursue its transcontinental rev- 
eries undisturbed.

BAD ADVICE TO YOUNG LAWYERS. 

Gen. BENJAMIN F. BUTLER has said and 
done many things to outrage the public 
sentiment during his long and somewhat 
turbulent career as lawyer, soldier, and 
politician, but he has seldom, if ever, shown 
such utter shamelessness or contempt for 
the respect of decent citizens asin his ad- 
dress to the young men of Boston Uni- 
versity on Saturday. Why a man of 
his known principles should have been 
selected to give advice to the young lawyers 
is a mystery, and perhaps the authorities of 
the university are not entitled to much 
sympathy for the manner in which he re- 
sponded to their invitation. But leaving 
them out of consideration, his address to 
the graduates was an insult to them and a 
double insult to the courts of Massachusetts, 
of which BUTLER is a sworn officer. 

There is an old and well worn story among 
the legal fraternity that BUTLER secured 
the release of his first client in a criminal 
suit by taking him from the court into an 
anteroom on the pretense of a consultation, 
opening the window, and ordering him to 
jump out and escape, which he promptly did. 
This story is perfectly in keeping with the 
character of a man who could deliberately 
say to a body of law students, “I never wish 
to defend a man unless I know that he is 
guilty. Be sure that you find out that he is 
guilty.” It has been supposed that honora- 
ble lawyers undertook the defense of a pris- 
oner because they believed him innocent of 
the crime charged. This supposition, like 
many other legal suppositions, is to a cer- 
tain extent a professional fiction, to be sure, 
but it has been reserved for the hero of the 
Tewksbury Almshouse to declare publicly 
that it is the proud duty of a lawyer to let 
loose on society all the thieves and murder- 
ers from whose pockets he can snatch a fee. 

Gen. BUTLER’S advice to his young friends 
is an insult to the Massachusetts courts 
which, if a strict code of legal ethics were 
in force, would be ample excuse for his dis- 
barment. We fear that those of the young 
men who listened to this address and take 
its precepts to heart will never rise higher in 
the legal profession than to a place among 
the police court lawyers. Those who are 
ambitious to make a name for themselves 
and to honor an honorable profession will 
dismiss Gen. BUTLER’s words from their 
minds as unworthy serious contemplation. 








The press of the Northwest is naturally in 
strong sympathy with the people of Mani- 
toba in their resistance to the arbitrary 
rule of the Canadian Pacific Railroad. The 
threat to ‘“side-track” Winnipeg if a 
road should be built to the border of the 
United States and connecting with our rail- 
way system is unquestionably tyrannical 
and worse in extent, though notin spirit, 
than anything we have suffered on this side 
of the border. But it must be remembered 
in explanation, if notin justification of the 
Canadian Pacific policy, that it was obvi- 
ously one of self-protection. That road 
was a political contrivance. Despite the 
vast sums expended on it it could with 
difficulty be sustained unless it could have 
a monopoly of all the trade that exists or 
can be created along its line. The main- 
tenance of this monopoly is, therefore, 
in a sense necessary to its political purpose. 
But the whole scheme, of which this is a 
part, is one that will constantly find opposi- 
tion as the Canadian provinces develop. 
The Toronto Globe says it ‘“‘ cannot find in 
the history of any country possessed of 
representative institutions a precedent or 
parallel for this astounding proceeding.” 
But then the whole system is unprecedent- 
ed and unparalleled. 

PE ARTE 

The St. Paul Pioneer Press, while confess- 
ing that Congress will not even give a hear- 
ing to the plan, continues to urge the use of 
the surplus revenue for the redemption of 
the legaltender notes. It confinesits atten- 
tion chiefly to the use of the silver dollars 
annually coined and now amounting to 
some $30,000,000. But there is no reason 
why the silver dollars now in the 
Treasury and amounting to $70,000,000 
in round numbers should not be so used. 
They could be paid out either as coin or in 
the form of certificates, There would be no 
contraction of the currency, because this 
money is now entirely idle. It would sim- 
ply be the payment of a long over-due debt 
with money on hand. But what Mr. Man- 
NING could not induce the last Congress 
even to consider is not likely to prevail 
in the next Congress, 


The Rhode Island Medical Society has 
just listened to a paper by Dr. Swarts, of Provi- 
dence, in which he gives the results of a series 
of experiments on various devices for filtering 
water at the mouth of the faucet. These ex- 
periments were carefully made under the con- 
ditions usually presented in dwelling houses. 
His conclusions are wholly unfavorable to any 
form of filter within his knowledge. He reports 
that the best of them can only cleanse the 
water of possible microbes, or disease germs, 
for a few hours after their first application; that 
after this time it %s impossible thoroughly to 
clean the filter, and it becomes aplace of de- 
posit and accumulation of the germs themselves, 
which are liable to propagate at the ordinary 
temperature of kitchens at a very rapid rate. 
Thus the filter is worse than none. He con- 
cludes that the only safety in the matter of 
water is to use that which is known to be pure, 
or, if this cannot be known with certainty, to 
use only water that has been boiled and cooled 
with pure ice, which is very conservative and 
sound advice.

A HANDSOME SOLDIER’8 MONUMEN? 
PRESENTED TO THE VILLAGE. 

The firing of cannon and beating of drums 
awakened the inhabitants of Sing Sing early yes 
terday morning, and Grand Army posts, fire com- 
panies, and drum and fife corps were marching 
through the streets allday.

We 
are now rearing thousands of boys who are 
forbidden to play ball or to bathe under penalty 
of arrest and fine. One little fellow of 7, 
who, on one of the hot days of last week was 
guilty of undressing on @ dock for the purpose 
of bathing, was so terrified by the approach of 
@ policeman that he leaped into an ice cart and 


hid himself in the box, where he was found 
suffocated to death two hours later. What can 
we hope of these boys, (who are to be the future 
citizens of our city,) if they are thus not only 
deprived of the natural sports absolutely neces- 
sary for healthy bodies and souls, but are, 
moreover, taughtto hate and fear the law and 
the officers of the law, as cruel and tyrannical, 

ursuing and punishing them for what they knew 
s innocent? None too soon has New-York 
awakened to the dangers threatening her trom 
the degenerate children she is training to despise 
and abhor the law, while their puny bodies and 
dissipated habits render them quite unfit to earn 
their own living. The *‘small ks” law opens 
the way to one remedy for these great evils, 
and itis a blessing that we have a Mayor and & 
President of the Board of Aldermen who recog- 
nize the dangers and who will use this benefi- 
cent measure (which they originated) for the uf 
most good of the people.

SERVICES IN THE EVENING. 

With Mayor Hewitt presiding, supported by 
Gens. Sherman and Sheridan, Gov. Hill, Gen. 
Sickles, Lieut.-Col. De Lacy, Grand Army De- 
partment Commander of the State of New-York 
George H. Tredwell and staff, and a small army 
of uniformed veterans of the organization, a fine 
programme, and a large and enthusiastic 
audience, the Memorial Day exercises 


at the Academy of Music last night 
passed off with all possible éclat. The opening 
piece on the programme, a pot-pourri by the 
army department band of war songs, bugle calls, 
national anthems, and drum beatings, s0 ar- 
ranged as to present the horrors of war and de- 
lights of victory to all listening ears, seryed to 
put the audiencein the proper frame of mind, 
and when, just as the band was playing ‘* March- 
ing throngh Georgia,” Gen. Sherman moved for- 
ward to nis place on the platform, it indulged in 
the first of the’many long and hearty rounds of 
applause. 

Prayer by the Rev. A. E. Kittredge followed, 
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tests were mingling in the scene. He looked 
back 24 years, and drew pictures of the 
battlefields of that time and of how the 
sad news carried woe to the homes of those who 
had given their sons to their country. He made 
an allusion to Gen. Sherman, which was fol- 
lowed by an irresistible call for the old soldier, 
who rose and bowed his thanks. Later on Gen. 
Sheridan responded to a similar compliment. 
Dr. Talmage said, in conclusion, that he would 
drop a garland upon the graves of many who 
had been overlooked in the exercises of theday, 
including those soldiers who were laid in un- 
marked graves, the sailors who were buried at 
sea, and the noble women who died while at- 
tending the sick and wounded soldiers in the 
hospitals. 

Gov. Hill was called upon and made a few 
remarks. He said that he knew it would be of 
no use for him to add a single word to what 
had been so well said by the eloquent gentie- 
man from Brooklyn. At the same time he 
would like to testify to his admiration for the 
American soldier. The position of the State 
of New-York toward the soldier had been all 
that could be desired in the past, and he trusted 
that it would be so in the future. He thanked 
the audience for their kind reception, which he 
took as given not to him personally, but for the 
not mat- high position he occupied. 


THE DAY IN BROOKLYN. 

The parade of National Guardsmen, Grand 
Army posts, and veteran associations was the 
principal featurein the celebration of Decora- 
tion Day in Brooklyn. There were probably 
6,000 men in line when Grand Marshal Horatio 
©. King gavethe signal to start from the Bed- 
ford-avenue fountain. Police Sergeant Johnson 
and his mounted squad had their hands fullin 
clearing a way forthe Grand Marshal and his 


score of staft officers. Behind them marched the 
Fifth United States Artillery from Fort Hamil- 
ton, followed by a detachment of marines from 
the Navy Yard. The second division, under 
command of Gen. James McLeer, included the 
Thirty-second, Forty-seventh, Twenty-third, and 
Thirteenth Regiments, and the Third Battery, 
Following the citizen soldiery were the Grand 
Army posts, commanded py Marshal R. C. 
Stearns. Rankin Post, No. 10, led the way, with 
the Fourteenth Regiment war veterans. The 
veteran police, under Capt. McKelvey, brought 
up the rear. 

The next division was composed of more Grand 
Army posts and a delegation from the Mexican 
war veterans. There were two triumphal cars, 
one representing a scene of canip life in Winter, 
arranged by the members of Mansfield Post. 
The other car was arranged 1n imitation of the 
Monitor. One hundred red-shirted volunteer 
firemen, with their olf engine Oceanic, No. 7, 
closed this division, and were closely followed 
by another division of Grand Army posts and 
the Sons of Veterans organization. 

Many of the houses along the route were gayly 
decorated with bunting and flags, and some of 
the residents had erected temporary platforms 
from which they and their friends reviewed the 

rocession. On the grand reviewing stand at 

afayette and Clinton avenues were Mayor 
Whitney, Commander Treadwell, of the New- 
York Department of the Grand Army; Junior 
Vice-Commander C. H. Grant, and nearly all 
their associate officers; Corporation Counsel 
Jenks, United States District Attorney Mark D. 
Wilber, Col. H. C. Knight, Senator Griswold, ex- 
rer Hunter, William H. Waring, Justice 
Walsh, Inspector McLaughlin, and nearly all the 
Aldermén and Supervisors. For an hour and 
three-quarters they watched the passing veter- 
ans and all expressed the opinion that it was one 
of the best parades that had taken place in 
Brooklyn for many years. 

Several thousand spectators met around the 
soidiers’ monument in Greenwood in the after- 
noon to take part in the memorial exercises of 
Harry Lee Post. The monument had been hand- 
somely decorated and flags completely covered 
the platform, on which were Mayor Whitney, 
Commander D, M. Quick, who presided; Gen. 
Daniel E. Sickles, the orator of theday, and a 
few invited guests. After the band of Harry 
Lee Post had rendered an offertory and Chaplain 
Beiler had prayed, Commauder Quick introduced 
Gen. Sickles. The veteran was greeted with 
several rounds of applause, and talked for an 
hour on nearly every subject which would 
prove ot interest to a Grand Army man.

AT GEN. LOGAN'S TOMB. 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—The services at 
the tomb of Gen. Logan,in Rock Creek Ceme- 
tery, were picturesque and interesting. Such 
profusion of floral tributes as decorated the last 
resting place of the dead General has rarely 
been seen. The graceful marble fagade of the 
tomb was almost hidden from view by great 
| shields, crosses, and other devices wrought in 
| flowers of vivid hues. Two waving flags of em- 


mortelles on a ground of ferns, bearing the 
words “Brave Logan” rested against the sm- 
blematic figure at the top, sent by the Grand 
Army of the Republic, Department of Illinois. 
Beneath it was suspended a gigantic wreath 


of white roses from John A. Logan’s 
father-in-law, Mr. Andrews. The young 
Republicans of Philadelphia contributed 


a large easel bearing cross, crown, and swords. 
Mrs. Stanford sent a piece composed of an an- 
chor and bleeding heart bound with satin ribbon. 
U. S. Grant Post, of Brooklyn, was represented 
by a shield of roses and immortelles, and the 
local posts of the Grand Army of the Republic 
displayed as their tribute an elaborate corps 
badge and national shields. In the interior of 
the tomb the floral decorations seemed to be even 
more profuse than outside, The entire rear wall 
was covered with a background of roses and 
daisies bearing an enormous star of jacqueminot 
roses encircling a large portrait of Gen. Logan, 
The flag of the Chevalier Bayard Commandery 
wrapped the casket, which was loaded with flow- 
ers. The orator of the occasion, Thomas H. 
McKee, delivered an oration, and at its close the 
veterans of the Grand Army of the Republic en- 
tered the tomb with uncovered heads in single 
file, each depositing a rose upon the casket, 
They were followed by the Citizens’ Qorps, the 
members of which bore daisies in their left hands 
which thav likewise placed upon the casket 


A BIG DAY FOR JHE ROAD. 


JEROME-AVENUE THRONGED WITH VE- 
HICLES OF ALL KINDS. 

In all its history the old Macomb’s Dam 
Bridge has never trembled under so many ve- 
hicles as invaded it yesterday between noon and 
2 o'clock. The necessity of a better bridge to 
connect New- York’s favorite driveways than the 
present narrow wooden structure was sharply 
demonstrated. The pilgrims to Jerome Park 
and the shrine of Chance set up there by act of 
Legislature began to arrive as early as 10 
o’clock, and two hours later it was found neces- 


sary to stop the teams coming from the West- 
chester side of the Harlem, for those bound to 
Jerome Park collected in such numbers that the 
policemen on duty sent them across the bridge 
in a double line, and, violating the rules of the

The lovely weather brought out 
hundreds of these, and they drove up and down 
well-watered Jerume-avenue forhours and until 
it was time for the return from the races. There 
were, besides, many who drove to Woodlawn 
Cemetery to see the decorations on the graves 
of the Union dead. All along the avenue the 
porches of the cottages and the sides of the road 
were dotted thickly with men, women, and chil- 
dren waiting for the brilliant homeward proces- 
sion from the park. On “ Deadhead Hill,” 
which overlooks Jerome Park course, thousands 
of people were gathered, some clinging to crev- 
ne in the rocks and others to the branches of 

rees, 

When the last jump of the steeplechase had 
been made there was a wild rush for the gates, 
and buggies, road wagons, and T carts, victorias, 
coaches, drags, hansoms, landaus, village carts, 
tally-hos, and almost every variety of vehicle 
were mixed in artistio confusion in the attempt 
to escape to the avenue. Onge out of the gate, 
the swift horses went to the front, and at Judge 
Smith’s the flying line waa strung out in open 
order.

BURNED TO A ORISP. 

Mrs. Robert Woodrow, wife of the over- 
seer of the late William H. Vanderbilt's farm at 
New-Dorp, Staten Island, met death early yes- 
terday morning in a horrible manner. About 


8:30 o’clock the little daughter of the overseer 
was awakened S @ light shining through the 
window of her bedroom. She looked out of the 
window and saw that the large barns of the 
estate were ablaze. She woke up her father and 
mother, and Mr. Woodrow soon had the hired 
menonthe place fighting the flames, but the 
fire had gained too much headway, and In less 
than two hours eight large buildings were in 
ashes. 

Going back to his house, about 200 feet from 
the barns, Mr. Woodrow was surprised not to 
find his wife. None of the children bad seen 
their mother after they first saw the fire. Wood- 
row was not alarmed, as he knew his wife was 
afraid of fire, and thought she had gone to some 
neighbor’s house. He sent bis children to 
the neighbors’ houses to look for her, but 
they returned with no tidings. As the 
morning advanced the overseer became worried, 
and at 9 o’clock, when Police Sergeant Cornell 
arrived, Woodrow told bim of the strange disap- 
pearance of his wife. The Sergeant suggested a 
search of the ruins and among the ruins of a 
small outhouse he discovered a thigh bone and 
part of a skull burned to acrisp. Other parts of 
a human body were found and the remains were 
identified as those of Mrs. Woodrow. It is sup- 
posed that she went into the outhouse to save 
some ducks and turkeys, of which she was very 
fond, and was overcome by the smoke and 
burned. 

The barns were erected by William H. Vander- 
bilt when he was a poor farmer on Staten Isl- 
and. They were filled with valuable tarming 
implements and the loss will not be less than 
$25,000.

YACHTS AT THEIR BEST 


THE SHAMROCK LEADING THE 
ATLANTIOS FLEE. 
A FRESH BREEZE MAKING THE OPEN- 
ING DAY OF THE YACHTING SEASON 
A GREAT SUCCESS, 

The Bay never presented a more interest- 
ime scene than it did yest:rday. Two of the 
crack yacht clubs formally opened the yachting 
season with their customary Decoration Day 
saile. These events have usually been drifting 
matches, but such was not the case yesterday. 
The morning dawned dark and foreboding. Banks 
of dim gray clouds obscured the blue sky, and 
the air felt damp as if with threats of rain. Be- 
fore 10 o’clock, however, a gentle southerly wind 
had sprung up, and soon rifts here and there in 
the clouds let the blue sky peer through. 

As the breeze gradually gathered strength the 
clouds scattered like leaves before it and the sun 
came out, gilding the growing ripples with gold. 
The white sails of yachts soon began to show 
like patches of auow on the yellowish green 
waters of the Bay, and’ soon a fine fleet of splen- 
did vessels was rushing out through the Nar- 
rows, tearing the water into streams of molten 
silver under their advancing prows. On the 
heights of Staten Island and on the shores about 
Fort Hamilton crowds of people gathered to attest 
that the interest in yachting was to be greater 
this year than ever before, while gayly decked 
steam yachts were speeding about with happy 


rties on board watching the flyers. The Elec- 
tr ,owned by Commodore Gerry, of the New- 
York Yacht Club, is also enrolled with the At- 
lantio Yacht Club, and she, together with the 
Radha, Fedalina, Lagonda, Aida, and Daisy, 
‘Was out to see the fun. 

Tne Atlantic Yacht Club’s opening sail wasa 
most emphatic success. The fleet was superb, 
the weather most favorable, and the racing 
sharp and interesting. All the vessels were 
fresh from the hands of renovators, and hulls, 
decks, spars, rigzing, and sails were in the finest 
of ship-shape order. Every boat that went out 
deserved that highest of nautical commendatory 
phrases—a “sweet ship.” The vessels were 
anchored'off the yacht club’s house, at Bay Ridge, 
in two lines. At 10:30 a gnu was fired from 
Commodore S8wan’s stanch flagship, the sloop 
Roon. At this sigual the club flag was run u 
on the mast at the ciubhouse. Then in rapi 
order the two lines of yachts, one at a time, 
fired their guus in salute of the flag. Then an- 
other n was fired, aud the fleet got under 
way. The following vessels started: 

Schooners.—Classes A and B—Norna, Southern 
Cross, Gevalia, Leona, Princess, Grayling, Fleet- 
wing, Vidette, Wyvern, Estelle, Nirvana, and Mon- 
te 
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Sloope.—Class O—Atlantic; Class D—Shamrock, 
Gracie, and Fanny; Class E—Hiliegarde, Mischief, 
Huron; Class F—Athlon, Onward, HKoamer, Bertie; 
Class G—Adelaide, Ariadne, Enterprise, Nirvana, 
Rover, Stella, Vixen; Class I-—Ideran, Mistrai, No- 
mad, Tourist; Class J—Arab, Kangaroo, Louise; 
Class K—Gleam. , 

The course for classes A, B,C, D, E, F, and G 
Yas toand around the Southwest Spit Buoy, 
‘and for the others to and around Buoy No, 11 on 
the west bank, all finishing at the anchorage. 
The start was made from anchors, and there 
was a lively working of winches as the cables 
were gotin and a brisk thumping of blocks as 
the head sails were got up. The tide was mak- 

‘ing, and the wind south by west. It was a 
moderate breeze as the yachts worked their way 
Bgainst it down to the Narrows, but it had lungs 
and kept increasing ail day.so that by after- 
= it was blowing from 25 to 30 miles an 
our. 

The Shamrock was well up toward the head 
of the line and she got away first. She was 
under mainsail, gaff topsail, forestaysail, jib 
and intermediate jib topsail. All the other 
larger boats were under similar sail, but as they 
went through the Narrows and caught the fresh- 
ening breeze the big jibtopsails gave way to 
little ones. The Shamrock’s start set her at 
the head of the fleet and she drew ahead every 
minute, The Gracie and Fanny both were after 
her, but they had no chance of catching her. She 
went like a witch. Indeed, the splendid sailing 
of J. Rogers Maxwell's new sloop was the 
feature ofthe day. Her owner should feel very 
proud of her, for he designed her himself, and 
she has done him thus far very great credit. 

The schooners as usual had to bow before the 
Grayling. Latham A. Fish, her owner, says she 
is not racing this year. This may be true, but 
she gets there just the same. She went magnifi- 
cently yesterday, and was ahead of all her com- 

titors from the moment when she fitst canght 

@ strength of the breeze in the Narrows. 
Among the sloops of class G the contest was a 
hotone. The Rover and the Enterprise had a 
magniticent race from start to finish. The Rover 
Was the better sailed of the two, and she ran 
away from her antagonist in the early part of 
the race. When the Enterprise saw this she 
went away over to Norton’s Point on a hunt for 
luck, and she got it. The wind hauled further 
to the eastward and began to pipe up a merry 
tune, so that the Enterprise was enabled to lay 
acourse that brought her close to the outer 
mark, which she turned well ahead of her rival. 
The other vesselsin this class got to windward 
by the same luck, and all had a lively chase 
down to the buoy. 

The Atlantic apparently did no better than she 
used to do last yeur. She was less than a quarter 
of a mile behind the Shamrock at the start, but 
she dropped further and further behind on the 
way down, and at the buoy Mr. Maxwell’s sloop 
led her by a mile. The time of the leading ves- 
sels at the Southwest Spit Buoy was as follows:

Off the wind the fleet went booming along ata 
great pace. Balloon jib topsails were set, and 
they drew splendidly. The Shamrock continued 
to go like a steamboat and gained 4 minutes and 
45 seconds on the Gracie on the run home. She 
gained 25 seconds on the Atlantic also. A sec- 
ond class sloop which can run like this, gaining 
on a big fellow, is an ugiy customer for other 
boats in her class, ani so she proved. The 
new steel sloops Titania, designed by Bur- 
fess and owned by Oliver Iselin, is the espe- 
cial rival of the Shamrock. She was out 
with the Seawanhaka fieet yesterday. She 
did not start with them, but was towed down 
below the Narrows. She made sail and stood 
down the Bay until she met the Shamrock. 
Then she went about and chased her rival It 
was @ chase, too, for the Shamrock left her sadly 
behind. Many yachtsmen said yesterday that 
the Shamrock would burry all the first-class 
sioops this season.

THE GALATEA’S VICTORY. 
SEATING THE PRISCILLA IN THE SEA- 
WANHAKA’S OUTING. 

The Seawanhaka Corinthian Yacht Club’s 
feet got under way from the anchorage at Staten 
Island at 11 o’clock yesterday morning, the 
amailer vessels starting first and the larger-ones 
following. The Priscilla waited until the last. 
The interest of the race centred in the contest 
of Lieut. Henn’s gallant cutter Galatea and 
Commodore A. Cass Canfield’s fine iron sloop 
Priscilla, The Galatea was standing in toward 
Btapleton on the pert tack when the Priscilla 
Ft under way. She stood over toward Bay 
idge on the starboard tack, and the Galatea 

Went about and followed her: 

Both boats were under working canvas. The 
Gaiatea tacked before reaching the opposite 
side of the Bay, but finding that her antagonist 
did not follow her sle wenton the starboard 
tack once more and foliowed the iron sloop. 
The Priscilla stood close over to Bay Rilge and 
went about at 11:20, The Galatea went about 
afew minutes later, and at first aight it seemed 
as if the Priscilla had the weather gauge of her. 
But as the Priscilla gathered headway and ran 
up toward the Galatea, justas the big cutter 
Was filling away, it was Seen that the English 
boat was to windward. 

The Priscilla, however, was at this time out- 
footing her opponent. Both stood on the port 
tack until they reached Fort Wadsworth. They 
then tacked and stood out toward Fort Hamil- 
ton, the Galatea having got considerably to 
Windward of the sioop. This was at 11:30. The 
vessels went about again just opposite the hotel 
st Fort Hamilton. The Galatea was now weil 
ahead and she continued to increase her load as 
the two yachts made long and short 
down the Bay. At 12:30 both had stood 
on the port tack until they were oppo- 
site the Lower Quarantine Island. Both went 
about. Toe Galatea stood about half 
‘Way across the channel, but the Priscilla went 
hunting for luck over in the direction of Coney 
Island. The wind was now blowing a fine sail- 
ing breeze, and Lieut. Henn’s cutter went spin- 
niug along at @ magniticentrate. Shoe bas not 
shown any finer speed since she bas been in this 
country. She laid ber course for the Southwest 
Bpit Buoy and held it beautifully, The Priscilla 
Was weil astern of ber, and, though she went 
‘well, she did not go quite wellenough. The cut- 
ter rounded the Spit Buoy about a mile ahead of 

er and started for home without going to the 
trouble of setting any balloon canvas. 

Bome persons who were close to the Priscilla

said that she went about before reaching the 
buoy and started after the Galatea. She did not 
catch her even though she set a big balloon jib 
topsail, The Priscilla’s inability to go faster 
yesterday may be explained by the fact that her 
mainsail is setting very badly. This was dis- 
covered during her work outside last week. The 
sail has not been made flat yet, but will bein 
ptoper trim before regatta week begins. 

The Cinderella was the third boat of the Sea- 
wanhaka fleet to finish, and after her came the 
Medusa, Julia, Yseult, and a number of smaller 
craft. The members of the club had a good time, 
and last evening they enjoyed a supper at the 
clubhouse, 7 East Thirty-second-street. 

The Corinthian Yacht Club hada Decoration 
Day sail but did no racing. The vessels of the 
fleet tcok the 75 members out for a run down 
the Bay and then returned to the clubhouse at 
Tompkinsville, where a banquet was served and 
the house formally opened at 3 P. M. 


THE LARCHMONT YACHTS. 


The yacht race sailed yesterday under the 
auspices of the Regatta Committees of the Larch- 
mont Yacht Club proved to be a success, al- 
though the competing craft were obliged to wait 
two hours beyond the appointed starting time 


for the necessary breeze. The following boats 
entered for the race, which was 10 miles to wind- 
ward and return: Tne Nahli, owned by W. E. 
Connor; the Shrew, H. H. Chittenden, and La 
Périchole, C. P, Buchanan. 

La Périchole was the first to cross the line, the 
Nabli following her very closely, and the Shrew 
bringing up the rear, nearly two minutes behind 
La Périchole.

CROWDING BRIDGEAND TRAINS 


A GREAT INFLUX OF OUT-OF-TOWN 


SIGHTSEERS. 


Decoration Dap made busy times for the 
elevated railroad gatemen and guards and the 
policemen who preside in state at the entrance 
to the Brooklyn Bridge. It was not so much the 
size of the crowd of travelers as its make-up, 
for the visitor from the interior was out in force, 
and turned up everywhere, with his knowledge 
of New-York’s topography sadly mixed up and 
all his ideas about the points of the compass 


hopelessly tangled. The rural folks had a wonder- 
ful weakness fortryingto walk across the drive- 
ways of the bridge, and it took about all of one 
man’s time to head them off. The number of 
them was something very unusual. In fact, the 
crowds on the great highways seemed to have 
lost much of their New-Yorkappbarance. Three 
days of leisure, all coming together, had evi- 
dently beeu the means of attracting thousands 
of city people to the country—and the country 
people had poured into the city to fill up the gap. 

The total travel over the bridge yesterday was 
estimated at from 110,000 to 120,000. During 
the morning the bulk of the movement was 
toward New-York, although thousands then 
made their way to Brooklyn. Later the tide 
turned and the proportion was reversed. Most 
of the people preferred to ride in the cars, but 
there were enough othersto keep the prom- 
enade well occupied. The crowd was not a 
steady flow of humanity; it came inlittis waves. 
People did not seem to be in as much of a hurry 
as usual. Over the driveways there was about 
the ordinary amount of business, but carriages 
and light wagons took the place of the trucks 
and heavy vehicles of common week days. But 
few funerals passed over and only a dozen truck- 
loads of flowers were taken over the bridge to 
the Brooklyn cemeteries. The ferries carried 
most of the visitors and the flowers for the cem- 
eteries. The bicyclists of Brooklyn came over 
to New-York by scores in the morning, and 
formed a marked feature of the throng. 

The travel on the elevated roads was estimat- 
ed by the managers as a trifle heavier than on 
ordinary days. The lower end of the lines was 
not their busiest part, however. In the morning 
there was arush up town and trains going in 
that direction were crowded. In the afternoon 
travel was lighter, but the bulk of it was toward 
the down-town stations. It was just the reverse 
of the every-day state of things.

THEIR CRIME CONFESSED 


BROTHERS. SET FIRE TO THE 
PAIMER COOPERAGE. 
AUGUSTUS AND TOWNSEND JOHNSON AD- 

MIT THAT THEY FIRED THE PLACE 
BECAUSE THEY WERE DISCHARGED. 
Augustus and Townsend Johnson, two 
brothers, confessed yesterday that they 
were the men who set fire to Palmer's 
cooperage in Brooklyn, Eastern District, late on 
Saturday night, and caused a loss of $350,000 
and probably the death of the watchman Deary. 
Townsend Johnson, who was arrested yesterday 
morning, after his brother Aucustus had pleaded 
not guilty before Justice Naeher, and had been 
held for examination, ‘signed a written confes- 
sion and implicated Augustus, Townsend is 19 
years old and lives at 13 Ainslie-street. He 
took the matter very coolly at first, but when 
tole the serious nature of the charge against him 
he began to cry.. When told that Watchman 
Deary was probably dead, le offered to tell the 
whole story. He was taken to Fire Marshal 
Lewis’s office and dictated his confession. 
Townsend said he and his brother determined 
in April to set fire to Palmer’s cooperage. They 


had worked for Mr. Palmer and had been dis- 
charged. That was the only reason they had for 
desiring to injure him. At 10:30 o’clock one 
night in the early part of April the two Johnsons 
effected an entrance to the cooperage, and Town- 
send, who was drunk, lit a match and threw it 
among some paper. Then both ran agay. The 
fire was discovered and put out before much 
damage was done. 

“The fire on Saturday night I alone am re- 
sponsible for,’ said Townsend. ‘I went into 
the cooperage about 9:30 o’clock and lay down 
among some barrels on the second floor. T went 
to sleep, and [ think I must have been there over 
an hour wben I wokeup. Noone was around, 
so L lita cigarette and threw the lighted match 
down among some combustibles. I saw the 
place was on fire, and ran or fell down stairs. I 
came out on North Fifth-street and went around 
the block. When I got back the place was in a 
blaze, but no alarm had yet been given.”’ 

The court had adjourned when Townsend 
Johnson was arrested, and he was locked up in 
the station house until today. Both brothers 
work in Weidiman’s cooperage, and their father 
is a foreman in Palmer’s. The two sons have 
been concerned in several strikes, and on that 
account find it difficult to keep their positions 
for any length of time. 

Yesterday afternoon Fire Marshal Lewis vis- 
ited Raymond-Street Jail and had a long talk 
with Augustus Johnson. When shown his 
brother’s confession Augustus broke down and 
asked what terms would be given him in case he 
confessed. The Marshal would entertain no 
such proposition, but Johnson signed a confes- 
Sion which was substantially a corroboration of 
what his brother had already said. He was con- 
cerned in the attempt to burn the placein April, 
he said, but he knew nothing about the Satur- 
day night fire. “I may have been there,” he 
said, “ but IT was drunk on that night, and don’t 
know just where I was. If the District Attorney 
will let me, I will plead guilty to arson in the 
third degree.” The poor wretch was shaking 
with fear while he was dictating this confes- 
sion, and was so agitated that he could scarcely 
atfix his signature. Both the prisoners are close- 
ly confined in the jail. 

A great crowd of people visited the ruins of 
the Palmer cooperage before daybreak yester- 
day, and the numbers kept increasing as the 
hours went by. Several engines remained on 
the ground, fearing a fresh breaking out of the 
fire. The walls were in a dangerous condition, 
and the police were busy keeping the spectators 
out of danger. At 10 o’clock the big walls of 
the storage warehouse on Wythe-avenue, where 
the first fire was, fell with a terrific crash. This 
is the spot where the body of Deary, the missing 
watchman, is supposed to be, and the search for 
his body, which had been going on since Sunday 
morning, had to be abandoned. The work had 
been slow before the wall fell owing to the in- 
tense heat of the ruins and the dense smoke, It 
will be several days before the searchers can 
get to the spot where the body must be, if itisia 
the ruins atall. A gangof 100 men is at work, 
and the force will be materially increased. 

The lantern which Deery carricd was taken 
from the ruins late in the afternoon. It was 
found at about the place where the unfortunate 
watchman stood prisoned in the burning build- 
ing. While the search was in progress a large 
Newfoundland dog which had been a faithful 
companion to the missing man walked about 
the scene and watched the workmen. Oe- 
vasionly he would cry almost like a child. He 
refused to be driven away.

August Mann 
was President of the festivaland Judge Nehrbas, 
President of the turners, delivered the speech 
of the day.

MARTYRS OF THE OTHER SEX, 


EXERCISES COMMEMORATING WOMAN’S 
PART IN THE WAR. 


Although yesterday was so generally de- 
voted to commemorating the men who died for 
the Union, there was at least one attempt to 
honor the memory of brave women. Indeed, to a 
listener to the addresses made at the meeting 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, at 
their parloron East Fourteenth-street, the deeds 
of men in the war might have appeared 
almost secondary to and dependent upun the 
deeds of the women. Mrs. 8S. A. McClees pre- 
sided at the meeting, and about 75 ladies were 
present. 

Mrs. McClees said it was time the women who 
gave up home comforts and ee ery themselves 
to all the dangers of the battlefield to succor the 
sick and wounded should be recognized by some 
memorial service. Letters regretting their in- 
ability to be present were read from Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe, Mrs. Blake, Ella Carroll, of Balti- 
more, and other noted women. Papers were 
read by Mrs. R. J. Clappand by Mrs. ©. C. Hus- 
sey, the former giving a general sketch of the 
work of women in the war, the latteron Miss 
Carroll's connection with the campaignon the 
Tennessee, of which it is claimed she was the 
original planner. 

Patriotic music was furnished by Mr. Gun, 
Miss Hallenbeck, and Miss Bauhmeyer. Miss 
Julia Thomas recited ** The Young Soldier,” and 
Miss Annie Thomas read an original poem. 
Resolutions were passed expressing grateful 
appreciation of the service done the country by 
Anna Carroll and sympathy with her for the de- 
lay in the general recognition of her place in 
history. One of the speakers said that “ Anna 
Carroll and U. 8.

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DEATH OF A POLISH REFUGEE. 

Count Numa J. Lepkowski died on Sun- 
day at the Presbyterian Hospital of Bright’s 
disease. He was 82 years old, the last ofa 
noble family, and the last knownsurvivor of the 
Poles who sought refuge in the United States 
after the revolution of 1830. Count Lepkowski 
came to New-York in 1835 and here he has since 
resided, maintaining himself by teaching the 
guitar. Helived modestly in bachelor quarters, 
dressed well, and managed to save a portion of 
his earnings. Among his scholars were many 
of the best known soctety people of New-York, 
The Count entered the hospital on Wednesday 
last, and died Sunday. His effects, consisting of 
musical instruments, jewelry, clothing, and a 
small sum of money, have been taken in 
hana by the Public Administrator, who is likely 
to search long before he finds an heir. The 
funeral will be held at the hospital this after- 
noon and the interment will be at Calvary 
Cemetery.

DANGER UNDER THE ASHES 


TENTH -AVENUE RESIDENIS 
FEAR AN EPIDEMIC. 
INDICATIONS ALREADY MANIFEST THAT 
THE DEAD STREET CAR HORSES ARE 

NOT THOROUGHLY CREMATED. 


Thousands of people visited the scene of 
the Belt line stable fire yesterday. The crowd was 
especially large in the afternoon, when the large 
block which the building occupied, but which 
now could be converted into one of the proposed 
sinall parks without great difficulty, was almost 
encircled by spectators. On the Tenth-avenue 
side of the block the sightseers blocked all of the 
street except the space inclosed by an improvised 
wire railing and protected by half a dozen po- 
licemen, There a force of 100 men, under Mr. 
Crimmins, were clearing away the débris and 
tearing down the dangerous walls of the tene- 
ment house on the northwest corner of Filty- 
fourth-street. 


One feature of avisitto the ruins suggested 
probabilities of an unpleasant, perhaps disas- 
trous, character. To the eye no change was 
visible in the square patch of ruin which disfig- 
ures the neighborhooi, but to the nose came a 
faint yet unmistakable indication that the work 
of removing the bodies of the 1,200 dead horses 
cannot be commenced too soon or conducted too 
energetically. Disinfectants have been used 
freely, but in quantity based upon the supposi- 
tion that the fire had thoroughly incinerated the 
carcasses, and that the precaution was almost 
unnecessary. If the company’s guess at the un- 


known quantity of corruption which lies under 
the thin coating of ashes is correct the disin- 
fectant or may serve its purpose; if it is 
not an epidemic may be expected in the thickly 
populated neighborhood, where the tenements 
are now more crowded than ever by reason of 
harboring the burned-out fumilies, 

This question and that of providing for 
those who were made homeless and penniless 
by the fire are generally discussed by the people 
doing business and residing in the neighborhood. 
The general opinion is that the city authorities 
should look upon both matters and supply, or at 
least direct, the relief. Several hundred people 
have been left destitute, and thus far they have 
had to rely almost entirely upon charity for sup- 
port. The railroad company is throwing all the 
work it can in the way of its employes, but this 
is very little. 

“These people have been our customers and 
will be again when they get back to work,” a 
storekeeper said to a TIMES reporter. ‘‘This be- 
ing the case, it is only natural that they should 
call on us tor a which we cannot well refuse. 
It has cost me $10 a day in business and money 
since the fire, and I think that, as the present 
condition of affairs must continue for some 
weeks, the whole city should be given a chance 
to help.” 

Several other business men in the neighbor- 
hood expressed the same opinion, but all were 
opposed to doing anything in the direction of a 
general subscription for fear it might be charged 
against them that they were actingfrom motives 
of self-interest. In the meantime only the char- 
ity of the neighborhood is saving the unfortunate 
families from starvation, and it can hardly be 
expected to avail for any length of time, 

“We are doing as well as can be expected, but 
not as well as we would like,’ said Vice-Presi- 
deut C. D. Wiman, of the Belt Line Company, 
when seen at his improvised office yesterday. 
“The fire left us our track, our franchise, and 
those books,” he said, pointing to some bad- 
ly damaged volumes in an open safe by his side. 
“It caught us on Saturday, when the half holi- 
day stood in the way of our making such pur- 
chases aa were necessary, and then came two 
other holidays—Sunday and Decoration Day. 
We have managed to get running again, on a 
small scale, it is true, and ataloss to the cor- 
pany, but we are doing all we can. We have 
to-day 15 cars running on the east and 
west side and the Fifty-ninth-street line, and 
we expect to double the number to-morrow. At 
3 o’clock to-day we had managed to secure 367 
horses and we are increasing the number as fast 
as possible. We have one stable completed on 
Forty-second-street, another half done on Fifty- 
ninth-street, and a third projected on Fifty- 
fourth-street. We would be able to run many 
more cars if it were not that our tracks are sup- 
rte witha patent switch, requiring the cars to be 

tted with a peculiar wheel. The other com- 
panies have placed cars at our disposal, but we 
shall not be able to use them unless we place 
men at the-switches to block them every time a 
car passes. We have placed contracts for new 
cars, but the delivery will not begin for 60 days.” 

Mr. Wiman was unable to give any idea of 
how long it would take to remove the stable 
ruins. e said that Mr. Crimmins would in- 
crease his force to 250 men to-day. He did not 
anticipate any trouble from the dead horses, 
whose bodies he believed to have been practi- 
cally destroyed by the fire. As a precautivn 
they had, he said, been thoroughiy saturated 
with phenyl, which he thought woyld prevent 
all danger. Within two weeks the corey 
would be running cars under the usual head- 
way and employing all its men.

He looked so much like a native of 
China that the authorities had scruples as to his 
landing. J. R. Marshall, who accompanied the 
Japanese, removed all suspicion. The new ar- 
rivals are jugglers, contortionists, acrobats, equi- 
librists, prestidigitators, and dancers. They 
came from Japan to San Francisco last year, and 
then went to Porto Rico, where pe have been 
astonishing the natives. The baby is one of the 
features of the company. Her special province 
is to climb tothe top of a high ladder balanced on 
her father’s chin. The Japanese remained in 
Brooklyn with their various goods and chattels.
